Fire 'Pre-Planning’ Told

Sierra Madre is the state 
testing area for a new forest 
fire fighting project whereby 
possible fighting lines are de¬ 
termined and marked in readi¬ 
ness for any future fire, the 
Sierra Madre Klwanis Club 
learned Tuesday. 

Speaking at the weekly 
meeting of the club, Harry 
Grace, fire control officer for 
the U.S. Forestry Service, told 
Kiwanians and guests that the 
plan will permit fire-fighters to 
pre-locate fire control lines, 
scout areas, and obtain all in¬ 
formation to combat any pos¬ 
sible blaze. 

Grace explained that a for¬ 
est fire moves too fast for fight¬ 
ers to adequately plan the de¬ 
fense. With this new plan, 
however. It would be possible 
to have fire lines established, 
bulldozers, helicopters, and 50 
men at the fire within 30 min¬ 
utes, he said. 


In stressing the importance 
of good planning in advance of 
a fire, Grace stated that Fire 
Chief Jim Heasley and men of 
the Forest Service will be 
working all winter on the fire 
line pre-location project. 

Three other short speakers at 
the Tuesday meeting were Mrs.

Clerk, City Council 
Toil Over Budget 


City Clerk Lawrence Brain 
and members of the City Coun¬ 
cil have been meeting every 
evening this week to work on 
the 1949-50 budget for Sierra 
Madre and their work may re¬ 
sult in a reduction of as much 
as 33 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation in the total city tax 
rate. 

Mayor J. Milton Steinberger 
said the tax rate should be 
fixed by next week, since all 
departments excepting the Po¬ 
lice, Fire, and Library had been 
computed by Tuesday night. 

A public hearing on the bud¬ 
get and the official setting of 
the tax rate is scheduled for 
Tuesday’s regular council meet¬ 
ing. 

’The new rate will be based 
on a total assessed valuation, 
including public utilities, of 
$6,283,040 set for the City of 
Sierra Madre by County Audi¬ 


tor J. M. Lowery this week. 
This figure is approximately 
one million dollars higher than 
last year’s, 

“Because of the increased as¬ 
sessed valuation, I know the 
tax rate will be considerably 
lower than last year,” Stein¬ 
berger said. 

He predicted that total city 
rate might even fall as low as 
$1.50 per $100 assessed valua¬ 
tion. The tax rate for 1948-49 
was $1.83 per $100 assessed val- 
nation. 

Another factor which will 
help in a lower rate is the 
near-completion of the $40,000 
library fund. The rate on this 
Item will be cut from 26 cents 
to approximately 5 cents this 
year, the mayor said. 

The Council, according to 
law, must establish a budget 
and fix a tax rate by the last 
’Tuesday in August. Last year’s 
rate was fixed Aug. 22.

A letter received recently by Miss Marian L. Vannier from Eliz¬ 
abeth Page, well-known best-selling author, disclosed that Miss 
Page is recovering from the auto collision in which she suffered 
a concussion of the brain, several cracked ribs, and a broken 
bone in her foot. 

Miss Page, it will be remem¬ 
bered, is a frequent visitor of 
Sierra Madre and lived here 
for 11 years with Miss Vannier 
at 153 South Hermosa avenue. 

It was in Sierra Madre that 
Miss Page did most of the work 
on her best-selling historical 
novel, "Tree of Liberty,’’ a book 
which was converted into a 
motion picture under the name 
“The Howards of Virginia.” 

Last winter. Miss Page stop¬ 
ped here for 10 days while on 
a flying tour for the American 
Friends Service Overseas Re¬ 
lief program. 

The wreck in which Miss 
Page was injured occurred 
June 20 in Central Ohio when 
she was returning to her fam¬ 
ily’s home in Manchester, Ver¬ 
mont. She still retains a ban¬ 
dage on her head and tempor¬ 
ary double vision as souvenirs 
of this experience. Doctors say, 
however, that Miss Page will 
regain normal vision as soon as 
effects of the concussion have 
worn off. 

In her letter to Miss Vannier, 
she writes: 

"I am indeed sorry that the 
news of my accident reached 
you before this letter which 1 
have been preparing and which 
would certainly reassure you. 

With your knowledge you will 
recognize what a phenomen¬ 
ally quick recovery I am mak¬ 
ing. We will hope that the eye 
complication is equally rapid 
in disappearance; though, with 
an ability to read with one eye 
or another, if it should con¬ 
tinue too long, I am sure the 
occulist will permit me to get 
back to work, which I could 
do right now if I had his per¬ 
mission. I’m raring to go!” 

Miss Page’s work has been 
widely praised for its histori¬ 
cal accuracy. Other novels 
written by Miss Page include 
“Wagons West,” “Wild Horses 
and G o 1 d,” “ Y u k o n,” and 

“Wilderness Adventure.”

This action is resulting after 
months of campaigning on the 
part of health and civic offi¬ 
cials. 

Last week, a citizen’s com¬ 
mittee was formed in Torrance 
to conduct a fly control cam¬ 
paign. Another, in Burbank, is 
conducting a survey of 'con¬ 
struction privies. Home own¬ 
ers in two sections of Pasadena 
have mobolized and started a 
“fogging” war on flies. 

The Temple City Times has 
begun the reprinting of ex¬ 
cerpts from an article in the 
June, 1949, Woman’s Home 
Companion, “Don’t Swat 'That 
Fly,” by J. D. Ratcliff. 

And so the list goes. Citi¬ 
zens are realizing that the all- 
too “common” housefly is the

Officer Mackie’s Brother 
Killed in Los Banos Duel 


ALA Sends 
5 Delegates 
To Meeting 


Beware of Flies 
They Kill Infants 


THURSDAY, AUGUST 18, 1949 


That flies carry the germs 
suspected of causing diarrhea, 
commonly known as “summer 
complaint,” and that this ail¬ 
ment remains one of the two 
leading causes of death among 
infants and pre school children 
is the reminder to all parents 
from Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, Los 
Angeles County Health Officer. 

Every home, the doctor adds, 
should be well and tightly 
screened. It is as Important 
that the screen frames fit 
snugly to make sure there are 
no holes in the screening. Steps 
must be taken to avoid every 
possible source of infection. 

The baby’s food, water, skin, 
and clothing should be kept 
well-pro t e c t e d from contact 
with flies, and the baby’s for¬ 
mula bottles, glasses, and nip¬ 
ples should be sterilized and 
kept covered when not in use. 

Doctor Gilbert points out that 
Diarrhea diseases are prevent¬ 
able and that the key to their 
control is through good sani¬ 
tary practices. Diarrhea and 
enteritis together account for 
nearly 50 per cent of all deaths 
of infants under one year of 
age. 


Robert T. Mackie, brother of 
Sierra Madre Police Officer 
William Mackie, was killed 
early Sunday morning in a 
gun duel with an apparently 
berserk miner in Los Banos, 
Calif., where Mackie was a 
rookie policeman. 

William Mackie brought his 
brother’s body down to Mon¬ 
rovia Tuesday where funeral 
services will be held. 

Mackie was a resident of 
Arcadia for many years and 
was graduated from the Mon- 
rovl-Ar c a d 1 a-Du a r t e High 
School. He left the area in Feb¬ 
ruary of this year, joining the 
Los Banos Police Department 
several weeks later. 

Besides his wife, Mackie is 
survived by a daughter, Sher- 
Ida, 1-year-old, and a son, 
Robert Austin Mackie, 3 weeks 
old. 

In addition to his brother, 
Mackie had two cousins living 
in Sierra Madre. They are Mrs. 
Bob Orme and Mrs. Floyd B. 
McIntyre. Funeral services 
have tentatively been set for 
Friday morning at the Im¬ 
maculate Conception Catholic 
Church, Monrovia. 

Mrs. Mackie was the former 
Jean Gretton, daughter of Mrs. 
Irene Gretton of Monrovia. 
Mackie had gone north to gain 
experience in police work. He 
served four years with the U. S. 
Navy. 

The miner who shot Mackie 
almost immediately paid with 
his own life. Sheriff N. L. Cor¬ 
nell identified the slayer as 
William Haggerty, 73.

We can make some 
effort with our insignificance 
by preventing those hills from 
catching fire.. 

A group of the boys were 
whooping it up around the pi¬ 
ano at the fire station the 
other evening. Fire Fighter 
Kelly (who lives nearby) didn’t 
sleep so well. 

July having had five Fridays 
has made the Interval between 
meetings three weeks. It seems 
like a long time and is a long 
time to go without drill. 

We are really in the midst 
of our dry season. This will 
last for many weeks.

Along through the night, a 
wind can develop, soon the 
simmering fire is a large blaze. 
The wind may be strong 
enough to carry embers to 
other areas. That’s where the 
trouble starts. 

Many roof fires are caused 
from flying embers from open 
fires. Incinerators should be 
properly scree n e d . Everyone 
who does burning should have 
an Incinerator. Much of the 
open burning that is done 
could be done in a safe in¬ 
cinerator. ’The upkeep of a 
good Incinerator is little. For 
those papers, milk cartons and 
paper wrappings, there is noth¬ 
ing better for disposal than an 
Incinerator. 

This does not mean, how¬ 
ever, that you are permitted to 
burn articles that create an 
obnoxious odor, nor can you 
make too much smoke. We 
have our neighbors to consider. 

A good housewife was com¬ 
plaining to her next door 
neighbor: 

“You just can’t trust any¬ 
body anymore. My own grocer 
gave me a phony quarter this 
morning.”

The city now "RETAILS" water to the residents here at a charge 212 N. Lima St 
of $40.25 an acre foot—and this charge includes such necessary Ben Zion Bergman, Rabbi 
things as installation of mains, their maintenance, pumping, de¬ 
preciation of capital equipment and interest on bonds. These 
charges we would have on top of fhe Metropolitan Water District's 
expensive water. 

The water we will get from the Big Santa Anita with permis¬ 
sion of fhe State Division of Wafer Resources will come free to 
the city. We have to build a diversion structure and a pipeline, 
that is true. But the County and the State are contributing $91,000 
toward this project and may even kick in with more. 

For years the Big Santa Anita water has flowed mostly to waste. 

The work of Councilman Herman Barter, who was given free hand 
by the City Council on water matters, managed to bring to reality 
wnat had been considered either a nebulous idea or an inprac¬ 
ticality. 

With the water at hand Sierra Madre can give very serious cor>- 
sinderation to annexation of fhe upper Hasfings Ranch. 

This county territory is now being subdivided. It is the only 
county territory left for expansion of fhe city and for expansion 
of this city's tax base. And expansion of fhe fax base, by increas¬ 
ing the city's assessed valuation, would help relieve Sierra Madre 
taxpayers of the city government tax burden. 

It is up to the City Council to study the possibility of annexation 
of the upper Hastings Ranch. It is something that would benefit 
the people of fhis cify.

Letter to the Editor 


Sierra Madre News, 

Sierra Madre, California 
Dear Friends: 

A few weeks ago, after typhoon “Della” visited us, some of the 
hometown friends suggested that possibly the local paper would 
be Interested in a couple of lines. I jokingly wrote them that 
inasmuch as that particular typhoon had done most of its dam¬ 
age above us, in Southern Japan, and hadn’t given us too much 
of a buffeting, I would wait 
until another good one came 
along. I was thinking in terms 
of a storm like “Libby,” of Oc¬ 
tober, 1948. 

Well folks, we’ve had it! Yes, 

I mean we’ve really had it! On 
the 23rd of July, a typhoon 
named “Gloria” paid us a real 
visit! There was nothing very 
glorious about the gal, unless 
there is such a thing as glory 
in destruction. She made these 
other storms look like sissies. 

Some of the old-timers here 
have always compared every 
blow with the famous one that 
the servicemen endured in 1945. 

They would never concede a 
point—it was always, “Yes, but 
the one in ’45, etc.” Well, 
they’re singing a different tune 
today. 

You have probably read else¬ 
where of the extent of the dam¬ 
age, and I imagine the radio 
must have carried the story. 

Either medium would be sub¬ 
jected to some sort of censor¬ 
ship, so I will not attempt to 
give a detailed description of 
any destruction. It’s obvious 
that measures of security must 
be respected. 

However, inasmuch as the 
force of the typhoon has al¬ 
ready been announced, I can 
repeat those figures for those 
who may have missed them. 

The instruments to measure 
the wind velocity were reported 
to have ceased to function 
when they registered 135 miles 
per hour. It was reliably esti¬ 
mated, though, using other 
equipment, that for a period of 
time, the wind reached a sus¬ 
tained velocity of 140 mph, 
with gusts hitting up to 160 
and 170 mph! And that, m’- 
frlends, is some blow. 

The height of the storm was 
during daylight hours this 
time, so I had a chance to ob¬ 
serve very closely all the ac¬ 
tion. For a time I wondered if 
it was really such a privilege 
to have a ringside seat! To 
witness the terrific force of na¬ 
ture so close at hand is rather 
awesome. When objects that 
are normally thought of as be¬ 
ing quite unwieldy and sort 
of permanent, sail by you like 
leaves in a breeze, well—you 
get to feeling very insecure. 

About the time things look 
the blackest, and the ol’ mor¬ 
ale begins to sag a bit, you 
remember your friends in their 
little grass shacks—^the Okin¬ 
awans. Once again, many of 
them will lose their pitifully 
few belongings, many will lose 
their homes, and a number will 
lose their lives. Those you meet 
though, soon after the all-clear 


signal has been sounded, will 
have that big smile for which 
they are famous, and they will 
laugh and say, “Just another 
typhoon—Okinawa has many, 
many, many!” So, with that 
thought in mind, you hang on 
to what little courage you have 
left, and just hope that this 
gal, “Gloria,” doesn’t decide to 
stay all night!

resigning March 1. Brod began 
work here in October, 1948. 

City officials did not com¬ 
ment on whether , such short 
terms of office In that job 
were becoming a trend. 

In his letter to the City Coun¬ 
cil, Tayc stated: 

“I wish to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to thank the City Coun¬ 
cil and citizens of Sierra Madre 
for their kind cooperation and 
assistance in the dischaige of 
my duties. 


Tayc said he will submit a 
written report to the City Coun¬ 
cil, describing the status of the 
department’s operation, some 
of the projects that should be 
continued, and how far along 
toward completion they are.

Rising above the lake’s center is the 
volcanic Paoha Island that generates, on clear, still 
days, a misty vapor from the island’s hot springs... 

5. Another popular resort area surrounds Twin 
Lakes, southwest of Bridgeport. These are typical 
of the hundreds of tmall lakes in the region that 
beckon invitingly to vacationisu and fishermen. 
Camping spou are plentiful... 

6 . Lake Tahoe, one of the deepest fresh watei 
bodies in the world, was formed by glaciation and 
partly by faulting, erosion and volcanic damming. 
Resort beaches such aa the one shown in center 
photo line the lake shore from every angle. The 
California-Nevada State line bisects the lake and 
much of the gay, carefree Nevada life is nearby for 
those who seek it.
